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THE  DICKSON  MOUNDS  MUSEUM,  posed 
in  a  160-acre  parklike  setting,  is  a  museum  of 
anthropology  emphasizing  the  American 
Indian  during  prehistoric  times.  One  of  the 
few  on-site  archaeological  museums  in  the 
Midwest,  the  exhibits  begin  with  the  earliest 
evidence  of  prehistoric  man  in  the  New  World 
during  the  Paleo-lndian  period  and  highlight 
each  of  the  successive  cultural  periods  — 
Archaic,  Woodland  and  Mississippian.  The 
museum  displays  special  exhibits  on  dwelling, 
tools  and  implements,  ceramics,  pathology 
and  mortuary  practices. 
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THE  DICKSON  MOUNDS  MUSEUM  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  all  visitors.  It  is  open  free  to 
the  public.  The  picnic  grounds,  nature  trail,  and 
museum  are  situated  on  a  bluff  of  the  Illinois 
River.  Dickson  Mounds  is  located  66  miles  north¬ 
west  of  Springfield  off  Illinois  Highways  97  and 
78  between  Havana  and  Lewistown.  This  museum 
complex  is  a  branch  of  the  Illinois  State  Museum. 

Museum  hours  are  8:30  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  daily. 
Picnic  grounds  are  open  until  sundown.  The 
museum  houses  a  snack  bar  and  gift  shop.  Over¬ 
night  lodging  and  other  conveniences  are  avail¬ 
able  nearby.  The  museum  and  grounds  are  closed 
on  New  Year's  Day,  Easter  Sunday,  Thanksgiving 
Day  and  Christmas  Day.
